tenced each to fiv e y ears in 
prison and a fine of $5,000. 
The 7 4-y ear-old ju dge passed 
sentence Friday in U.S. District 
Cou rt on the fiv e men conv icted 
of crossing state lines writh the 
intent of inciting rioting du ring 
the week of the 1968 Democratic 
National Conv ention. 
He 
allowed 
the 
defendants 
nearly two hou rs to speak on 
their behalf, then annou nced the 
sentences and fines and ru led 
that 
the conv icted men mu st 
pay the costs of prosecu ting 
their fiv e-month trial. 
The ju dge also ru led that the 
prison terms wou ld ru n concu r­ 
rent with the contempt sen­ 
tences he imposed last weekend 
on the defendants and their two 
lawy ers. 
The prison terms were the 
max imu m allowable u nder the 
federal antiriot law, bu t the 
ju dge cou ld hav e fined each 
man $10,000. 
Thomas A. Foran, U.S.

Take on 13,000 special clerical 
personnel to handle voluminous 
paperwork 
in 
the 
census 
b ureau’s regional offices. 
Classroom Instruction 
Administer a test to each job 


applicant to make sure 
that 
every person employed is ab le 
to follow directions adequately 
and to do simple arithmetic. 
Provide an agerage of two 
days of classroom instruction 
for each enumerator hired. 
Once the groundwork is laid, 
the 
government 
must 
move 
quickly to organize this massive 
(mostly part-time 
work force 
into a cohesive 
unit 
that 
is 
capab le of gathering in ab out 
three weeks all the data needed 
in every 10-year census. 
The 
job 
would 
b e 
even 
greater if the Census Bureau 
had to send an enumerator to 
every American residence as it 
did b efore 19 50. Because of the 
b ig increase in population, the 
b ureau has relied increasingly 
on the mails since then. 


Mail Questionnaire

The remaining 40 per cent,

representative comes around. 


Under this system, enumera­ 
tors—working in rural areas— 
will hit an average 
of 
1,200 
homes. Their main job will b e 
to see that the forms have b een 
answered completely 
and cor­ 
rectly. 


In 
metropolitan 
areas, 
en­ 
umerators’ job will b e to visit 
residences 
where 
occupants 
have either mailed b ack forms 
with 
incorrect

The Census 
Bureau 
admits 
that it missed ab out 5 million 
persons in the 19 60 count and 
knows it will miss some people 
again 
this 
year.

naires and expects to round up 
most of the voters through the 
personal contacts, as 
well as 
telephone calls. 


The actual job of taking the 
census will not get under way

Nixon’s ’70s Strategy 


(Last of Three Parts.) 
WASHINGTON — President Nixon’s 
first year in office has provided reveal­ 
ing clues to his personal style and phil­ 
osophy in handling foreign relations and 
foreign crisis. 
He avoids confrontations and makes 
extensive use of strategic delays. 
He has great confidence in talking 
with men and negotiating with nations. 
He is prepared down to the last data pa­ 
per. He has a catalogue of things he can 
do as president outside the conference 
which may influence what goes on inside. 
He is convinced you can talk to the 
Russians. He believes you may be able 
to talk with the North Vietnamese. He is 
determined to talk with the Communist 
Chinese. 
But his avoidance of confrontation re­ 
quires some analysis. 
When North Korea shot down the EC- 
121 reconnaissance plane, the President 
did nothing. Yet candidate Nixon had 
said of the earlier North Korean capture 
of the USS Pueblo. “ The Communist 
world has been jointliy testing the propo­ 
sition that the United States is overex­ 
tended, overcommitted and underprepar­ 
ed to act. . . . Unless the United States 
reacts to these small slights, you are 
bound to encourage bigger slights and 
you’re going to have more Pueblos.” 
When the North Vietnamese resumed 
shelling South Vietnam’s cities, the Pres­ 
ident did nothing. Yet President Johnson 
had stopped air attacks on North Viet­ 
nam in 19 68 with the proviso that all re­ 
strictions would be off if the Reds began 
again to shell urban areas. 
When Peru confiscated a major Amer­ 
ican investment without compensation, 
the President did nothing. Yet American 
law' states clearly the retaliation a Presi­ 
dent must take and sets a time limit in 
which it must be taken. 
In each case, Nixon sidestepped and 
continued talking. 
Some intimates say this no-confronta­ 
tion concept comes out of the President’s 
background in the law’. 
Other presidential associates say the 


avoidance of confrontation is in his char­ 
acter. If an administration official does 
something the President doesn’t like, Mr. 
Nixon is said to be reluctant to face up 
to the man and tell him, “ That won’t 
happen again.” 
This characteristic makes some Nixon 
men worry. The success of the Vietnami- 
zation policy, for example, depends in 
some measure on the credibility of the 
President’s warning to the North Viet­ 
namese that if they took advantage of 
American withdrawals to launch heavy 
attacks on the South, the United States 
would retaliate strongly. 
If the President’s credibility has not 
been weakened too greatly, and the' 
United does get down to serious talks 
with the North Vietnamese, the Chinese 
—or any other nation, for that matter— 
the Nixon administration negotiation tac­ 
tics can be outlined in some detail. 
Set the ground rules before you start. 
For the arm s limitation talk with the 
Soviet Union, it was mutually agreed 
that neither party would engage in propa­ 
ganda aimed at breaking up relationships 
with the other’s allies. 
Talk and keep on talking. Don’t wait 
until the time is right. Don’t expect quick 
results. Don’t give up when things seem 
hopeless. Don’t panic at no visible prog­ 
ress. 
Don’t get yourself in a box. “ In the 
recent past,” says one Nixon aide, “ the 
United States has defeated its purposes 
by committing itself to one particular 
form of European unity instead of wait­ 
ing for the Europeans to develop their 
owm formula.” Countries will sign agree­ 
ments based on their own interests, not 
ours. 
Shun personal diplomacy, especially in 
dealing with the Communists. As a White 
House man explains it, personal diplo­ 
macy actually makes it harder for the 
Soviets to settle a problem because Com­ 
munists cannot settle anything simply 
on the basis of good personal relations. 
Communists settle problems only if their 
assessment makes it in their interest to 
come to an understanding. 
Potential of Youth 


“ What we’re driving at basically is 
geting youth involved in life in a mean­ 
ingful way, making use of their capaci­ 
ties instead of trying to hold the lid on all 
that restless energy.” 
Speaking w’as Stephen Hess, 36-year- 
old national chairman of the 19 70 White 
House Conference on Children and Youth, 
interviewed in U.S. News & World Report 
Magazine. 
Hess, father of two preteen sons, will 
direct a search for a nationwide approach 
to the problems, hopes and dreams of two 
categories of American youth—children 
(up to age 13) and youths (13 to 25). Hess 
is well-aware of the difficulties implicit 
in such a search. 
He knows, for example, the students 
who have caused the most disruption in 
colleges 
and 
universities 
in 
recent 
months are generally among the best 
scholastically. He is well-aware that the 
under-13 set is more influenced by tele­ 
vision than any previous generation of 
preteens. He notes that the most recent 
Gallup Poll shows that 52 per cent of 
young people now consider themselves 
independents, rather than Republicans or 
Democrats, so their political motivation 
comes from sources other than tradition­ 
al party appeals. 
“ We have three basic goals,” Hess 
commented on the White House Confer­ 
ence. “ First, we w’ant to find ways to 
maximize the involvement of youth in 
our society, especially the governmental 
process. We want to take advantage of 
their expertise as youth . . . Our second 
objective will be to show’ adults the qual­ 
ity of life among young people today . . « 
The third will be to establish a meaning­ 
ful dialogue between young people and 
the government.” 
Hess, who has been on the job sinco 
last December, says that m ass media 


tend to distort youth’s image—“ When 
young people hold a protest march, or 
take over a.college administration build­ 
ing. that makes news; when a youth pro­ 
duces a beautiful painting or a poem, or 
establishes a successful business, that 
doesn’t make news.” He hopes more of 
the later images can be revealed. 


He believes that the two-part confer­ 
ence (up-to-13 age group in December, 
19 70, 13-to-25 group in June, 19 71) should 
consider such proposals as a voluntary 
national service corps, which would not 
replace military service but would en­ 
title participants to the GI Bill of Rights. 
The Eisenhower commission recommend­ 
ed such a corps. 
“ Meaningful dialogue” with the more 
radical elements in today’s youth protest 
movements may be impossible, as any­ 
one who has read Roger Kahn's “ The 
Battle 
for Morningside Heights” will 
learn. Kahn points out in this book about 
the 19 68 campus rebellion at Columbia 
University that some radical leaders do 
not want to compromise. 


On the other hand, those same radical 
leaders were of the type who might have 
profited from the kind of approach Pres­ 
ident Nixon has charged Hess with devel­ 
oping. 


The federal government is overdue for 
a broad look at what’s bothering young 
people today. As Hess observes, “ There 
is an over-all crisis in authority that cre­ 
ates a restlessness among youth . . . what 
is the role of the home and the schools? 
, . . what should we expect or organized 
religion. 


If a White House Conference can ob­ 
tain even a few anwers to such questions, 
perhaps the generation of the 70’s will be 
noted more for solving than for raising 
questions. 
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Women Really 
Want Equality?

Something 
called the 
N a­ 


tional Organization for Wom­ 


en (NOW) has been stomping 


up and down Capitol Hill de­ 


manding equal rights for indi­ 


viduals of the fem ale persua­ 


sion. And the Atlantic Month­ 


ly, one of the more prestigious 


organs of liberalism , has de­ 
voted an issue to “ Women 
Against Men” —a very reveal­ 
ing title. What these 19 70 suf­ 
fragettes don’t realize is that 
men would happily give women 
the “ equality” they demand— 
if that was what they really 
wanted. But is it? 


IF YOU EXA M IN E the de­ 
m ands and com plaints of the 
distaff side, you find big loop­ 
holes in their facts and logic. 
For exam ple, writing in the 
Atlantic, the distinguished au­ 
thor, Catherine Drinker Bow­ 
en, says: “ American women 
have not kept pace with their 
sisters in India and R ussia.” 
Well, India has a lady prime 
minister, 
but I doubt 
that a 
single American or European 
woman would exchange her 
lot with that of an Indian. 


I STILL R EC A LL the hor- 
oi’ 
of 
American 
women 
in 
Leningrad when they left their 
hotels of a morning to see 
brigades of women washing 
down the streets with mops 
and brooms. “ B arb aric!” they 
exclaim ed. 
“ That’s 
m an’s 
work.” 
They 
were 
equally 
horrified to see R ussia’s fe­ 
m ales at work, in the late 
stages of pregnancy, mnning 
heavy construction machinery 
or doing the strenuous jobs 
that men accept as a m atter 
of course in this country. 


YEA RS AGO, as an editor 
on a newsmagazine, I used 
to hear the litany of women’s 
complaints. 
They 
found 
it 
hard to get promotions. And 
they earned 
less 
than 
the 
m ales on the staff. This was 


undoubtedly true — and un­ 
fair. But when 
one 
of 
the 
writers 
returned 
from 
a 
somewhat liquid lunch and let 
fly with the kind of language 
that com es easily to the m ale 
tongue, it was the women who 
complained bitterly that their 
sensibilities and their feminin­ 
ity were being assaulted by 
the uncouth talk. If a man 
so 
argued, 
he 
would 
have 
been laughed out of the shop, 
but the women felt that it 
should have been a federal 
offense for four-letter words 
to be employed in their pres­ 
ence. 


WHEN A MAN was pushed 
around by his editor, when 
his copy was m auled, when 
he failed to receive the a s­ 
signment he thought should be 
his, there might have been 
ill feeling. But it was accepted 
as part of the job. If the sam e 
thing happened to a girl, she 
never thought 
that 
it 
chal­ 
lenged the concept of “ equali­ 
ty” if she hurst into tears or 
retreated to the ladies’ room 
for a long sulk. 


T H E SE PERSONAL experi- 
ences aside, I 
have 
yet 
to 
hear the militant proponents 
of sexual equality decry the 
practice of awarding women 
alim ony 
when

m arriage 
ends. The wife m ay he able 
to earn a living, perhaps a 
better 
living 
than 
her 
hus­ 
band. But when the m arriage 
breaks up — no m atter which 
partner is responsible — the 
woman wants alimony as her 
inalienable right!

Johnson announced the night 
of March 31, 19 68, when he 
also said he would not run 
for reelection that year. 
THE 
CRUCIAL 
utterance 
was his public fixing of a U.S. 
troop ceiling in Vietnam at 
549 ,500, 
with

that the only new troops going 
out would be previously prom­ 
ised support forces. 
THE 
SIGNIFICANCE 
of 
this 
decision, 
though 
over­ 
whelmed by his declaration of 
a partial bombing halt dowm 
to the 20th parallel in North 
Vietnam, was tremendous. 
IT MEANT the

settlement of differences. 
Th e Nix on stance committed 
th e United 
States 
to a major 
role in world affairs, with th e 
p rov iso th at America’s 
allies 
would be ex p ected to carry a 
larger p art 
of 
th e 
burden— 
p articularly 
in 
dealing w i t h 
“local 
disp utes 
wh ich 
once 
migh t 
h av e 
required 
our 
interv ention.” 
Th e President warned Russia 
th at th e United States “would 
v iew any effort by th e Sov iet 
Union to seek p redominance in 
th e Middle East as a m atter of 
grav e concern”—words 
about 
as h arsh as any likely to occur 
in th e niceties of international 
usage. 
On 
anoth er 
key 
issue— 
Vietnam—Nix on 
cited 
some 
p rogress in 
U.S. 
p acification 
and Vietnamization 
p rograms, 
but said h op es of p eace still 
h inged on Hanoi’s willingness to 
negotiate in good faith .

sev en were 
already in jail, serv ing senten­ 
ces for contemp t of court. Th e 
v erdicts touch ed off a rash of 
radical

across

country .
